1 . Claims 1 -1 6 are pending in this application. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: Claims 1-16 are allowed.

the data record, the electronic authentication capable of revealing unauthorized 
modifications of the contents of the data record as in claims 1 and 16.
